Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph rejections were discussed. A 
proposed amendment was shown to the examiner. The examiner review claim 8 as to how "the narrow limits" were 
defined. The examiner suggested that the language still needed clarification. It was discussed that this limitation be 
replaced such that the interior element is axially moveable between the limit stops. Mr. Kasper presented the 
argument that the reference did not show the adjusting screw in a "rotationally fixed manner" on the end of the inner 
tube. The examiner explained the interpretation of the term rotationally fixed since it allowed for rotation. The 
examiner suggested the language be amended so that the screw is fixed in a non-rotatably manner since Lindemann 
et al. allows for rotation of the screw at the end of the tube. The examiner concluded that a further search would be 
required and the references of record would be reviewed to see whether any of the references taught a "non-rotatably 
fixed" screw at the end of the tube.
